Sunday evening saw the opening of the original works by the students of the “Kinderatlier Studio CreaArte 
in the Chapel Gallery of the Instituto di Cultura.

After each child received a certificate of achievement, and three in particular, Kaylingh Wing, Tiffinie 
Oduber, and Benay Staten were awarded Silver Certificates for exceptional work, the exhibit was officially 
opened by two of the youngest artists Lukas and Nina. 
The first painting to greet observers was a collective work titled “Circles of Life,” to which all twenty-three 
students contributed. From there an explosion of color and creativity welcomed the many that came to view 
the works. The freedom of expression, and the natural charm of the youthful artists is quite captivating and 
proud parents came to applaud their youngsters on their accomplishments.
